—The season for associational meetings of the churches 
in Lower Burmah has arrived. There are more than 
500 churches in Burmah, with over 25,000 communicants. 
The two associations of the Bghai Karen Mission at 
Toungoo have recently held their annual meetings. 
These two bodies comprise 85 churches and 2,554 com- 
municants. There were 168 baptisms during the year. 
They have 1,220 pupils in school, and’ have contributed 
5,764 rupees for religious purposes, being an increase of 
2,700 rupees in five years. Adjoining the Bghai Karen 
field on the south is the Paku Karen mission with about 
as many communicants in its churches. The native 
Christians belonging to these two missions are earnest 
in their evangelistic efforts tor the heathen living beyond 
them, and employ native missionaries to labor among 
those unchristianized tribes. The work is full of hope, 
and every year sees some new villages come into connec- 
tion with the Christian community by accepting cate- 
chists and establishing a school.—[Independent.

Christian movement among the Jews of the Russian 
providence of Bessarabia, under the leadership of a

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THE RESURRECTION—THOUGHTS FOR 
EASTER. 


BY REV. WARREN HATHAWAY. 

“But some one will say, How are the dead raised? and 
with what manner of body do they come?”’ 

These questions present almost a solitary instance in 
the New Testament of an attempt at a philosophical 
statement, or of an effort to meet by fact and logic the 
fears of the doubtful or the cavils of the skeptical. 
Hence they belong rather to the theoretical than the 
vital of Christianity. While how the dead are raised, 
and with what bodies do they come, are questions of 
great interest, yet they are not essential to Christian 
hope, for here the vital, the precious truth is, the 
divine assurance that “Christ hath abolished death 
and brought life and immortality to light through the 
Gospe he 

But there were good reasons why Paul deviated in 
this instance from his usual course, and gave his mas- 
terly argument on the resurrection of the dead. Here 
he was not called to meet metaphysical objections, nor 
any questions of casuistry or ceremony. Neither Greek 
wisdom nor Jewish tradition were here in the way of 
Christian hope and faith, but it was the testimony of 
the senses, the universal perception and experience of 
the living, that he was called to meet and answer. 

In the presence of death our external senses are not 
safe or sufficient guides. They are illusory. Their ex 
parte testimony leads to skepticism and despair. They 
are trustworthy only in regard to material things. We 
see a dear one sicken, waste, and die. We say “fare- 
well,” and in our loneliness exclaim, “Man giveth up 
the spirit, and where is he?” It seems a moral, a per- 
sonal annihilation! We see destruction complete! 
Death victorious! He throws out his banner of tri- 
umph on the ghastly face! And if in this experience 
we have only the sensuous to guide, we too must con- 
elude with the ill-starred, fallen king, “The dead know 
not anything.” ‘Asa beast dieth,so dieth man.... 
for all is vanity. All go to one place; all are of the 
dust, and all turn to dust again.”” Appearances are 
against all hope. Those we love so well are beyond 
our sight and reach. The person so dear and precious 
vanished like the flame of an extinguished taper! 

Now, to overcome these obstacles and stimulate 
Christian hope, Paul comes in this grand chapter on 
the resurrection, /irst with the historic fact of Christ 
crucified and risen from the dead. He comes with an- 
alogy and logic, clear and strong; with experience and 
observation, blending all with the welding heat of an 
inspired, impassioned heart; his argument dilates in 
power, glowing and flashing with eternal light and 
hope, as he presents the weak and fallen animal man, 
rising by the power of God into the spiritual, rising 
into glory and immortality, and chanting at the last a 
song of victory through our Liord Jesus Christ. 

The reason and course of Paul’s argument seem 
plain. With no light but that of our external senses, 
as we have said, we are powerless and despairing in the 
presence of death. No quest of the anatomist can 
find the soul, or find anything but chemical elements, 
either when this body is living or when shattered and 
dismantled by fatal disease. No astronomer can find 
the “Father's house” among the stars! No telescope 
reveals the jasper walls of the golden city in the plan- 
etary or siderial spaces of the firmament. Hence there 
3 is ever before us the argument of materialism, or of 

despair—that the dead have vanished from being with 
the expiring breath—‘‘that they know not anything.” 

Our modern teachers feeling this difficulty, and essay- 
ing to overcome the infidelity of sense, have failed, 
some of them at least, by the use of an unfortunate ex- 
pression that leaves the hope of the Gospel dim and 
unreal. We have been told, for instance, by those who 
would aid us, of an “immaterial soul,” of “immaterial 
existence.” But this makes the future life so vague 
and distant that Gospel realities become like shadows, 
and Christian hope a dream. 

But the apostle comes to our help, not by telling us 
of the “immaterial,” but of the spiritwal—of the “spir- 
itual body.” ‘There are,” he says, “bodies which be- 
long to heaven, and bodies which belong to earth. So 
in the resurrection of the dead; it is sown a natural 
body, it is raised a spiritual body; for as there are nat- 
ural bodies, so there are spiritual bodies.’’ And this 
apostle reminds us that we must not trust these appear- 
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Hence we need not fear, because we can not see the 
dear ones whose earthly house or tent is destroyed. 
Our power of perception is no proof whatever of a 
limit to existence. The blind have no true conception 
of the world of light that surrounds them. The deaf 
dwell in absolute silence, yet are in the midst of the 
unwritten harmonies of nature that awe and delight 
those who have the gift of hearing. 

So for us to discern the departed or their departure 
we need an added sense—the sense of seership per- 
haps—though what another sense would be we can not 
conceive. But do not conclude because you can not 
behold the resurrection body with these organs of per- 
ception that are adjusted only to material things, that 
therefore death is as it appears—a cessation of being; 
for there are bodies so related to heaven that we can 
not touch or see them—for they are spiritual. As God 
gives a body to the grain of wheat or barley that you 
plant, so he gives to his children bodies suited to the 
earth, and then bodies related perfectly to the heavenly 
state. He gives to the dead a body not that which you 
see, not that which you bury, not a body of flesh and 
blood, but one that pleaseth him—spiritual, glorious, 
immortal]. 

There is in connection with this subject and mingling 
with our Easter thoughts a dark problem that comes 
at times to every thoughtful heart—the mysterious 
ravages, the seeming triumph of death; the cheapness 
of human life! What heartrending tragedies occur on 
the land and the sea! The destroyer, or the seeming 
destroyer, comes robed in darkness and heedless of our 
cries, and deaf to our petitions takes from us our dear- 
est treasures. Who has not felt his faith in the power 
and love of God severely tried? How can there be 
this wreck, disaster, and anguish under the perfect prov- 
idence of the heavenly Father? How can it be that a 
thousand homes are shrouded in gloom because the 
young, the fair, the innocent, are dying? 

Is it, my brother, ‘“‘an enemy that hath done this?” 
Then we may with good reason despair! But the 
words of faith are, ‘The Lord gave, and the Lord hath 
taken away; blessed be the name of the Lord.” And 
yet ‘‘might does not make right” under the shadow of 
any throne, in any place, or at any time in earth or 
heaven! Not because of his omnipotence has God this 
supreme right, not because he is Creator and absolute 
Ruler, but because and only because of his nature, his 
character, his name! Only because he is love. 

How often has the cry, ‘Master, carest thou not that 
we perish?’ gone up from sinking ship, or burning 
home, or desolate hearthstone! And yet no one has 
rebuked the storm, or quenched the fire, or touched with 
healing the brow of the dying! By the influence of 
the Gospel we have come to put a supreme value upon 
human life. What efforts will men freely make to 
rescue one who is in danger! To save from death, 
from peril, money will flow like water, and the grand- 
est, purest heroism will be revealed. What sublime 
devotion, daring, and sacrifice have often been seen in 
order to prolong the life of a stranger, or to snatch 
from destruction a pauper’s child! How then, we ask, 
can the great Father look down upon this destruction, 
this waste, these untimely ravages, this triumph of 
death? We do not attempt to solve this problem. 
Whatever our environment, whatever the subject of 
thought, we are still in the midst of mysteries; hence 


we should not be surprised to find them on the dim] j 


borders of the invisible world, or to fiad them in con- 
nection with the supremest subjects of thought and ex- 
perience. But thank God, though knowledge fails we 
can walk by faith, for “the foundation of God standeth 
sure.” Let us be patientand hopeful, remembering that 
these Christian virtues are like plants that flourish 
amid storms and bloom in the darkness. Let us cling 
to the saintly confidence that exclaims— 
“ Yet in maddening maze of things, 
And tossed by storm and flood, 

To one fixed stake my spirit clings: 

' I know that God is good!’ 

While we can not walk by sight or largely trust to 
human knowledge, there isa thought that has come to 
me with special interest when I have been oppressed 
with this old question and mystery—How can life be 
so cheap under the providence of God? How can 
there be this waste under the rule of infinite power 
and impartial love? Men would gladly save those in 
peril. All that gold, all that skill, all that the most 


heroic daring can do are freely offered to rescue from! which I shall use the term, in itself is right.

not see death as it is—as God beholds and regards it. 
That which to us, as we look at the temporal, seems to 
be the end, to be waste, destruction, a falling into 
naught, is not so in reality. There is a departure, a 
disappearance, but life is unbroken. ‘Why make ye 
this ado, and weep? The damsel is not dead.” And 
they laughed the Master to scorn! For she wus dead 
as our daughters, as our dear ones have died—dead as 
we define death. But our view is illusory, our defini- 
tion based on the visible is not true; “things are not 
what they seem;” there is no such waste, annihilation, 
or destruction of being as there appears to be. “The 
highest light would be given on this subject if we could 
know how God regards death; what estimate he puts 
upon the continuance of our mortal years, and with 
what death is associated in his omniscient eye.” This 
was said years ago by one rich in spiritual attainment, 
and wise through spiritual insight. Aud he added, “I 
believe we must settle down upon this principle—that 
God does not make avy account of our physical life in 
his government of the world.” 

This conclusion may not be correct, but our tem- 
poral life has to God its true value, and perfect or 
divine vision is not bounded by departure. It does 
not see conscious existence end in death. It does not 
behold the child in the casket, the mother in the tomb, 
the saint under the sod, in the catacomb, or the deep! 
It does look upon the earth as a vast necropolis on the 
borders of eternal stillness and desolation, for “God is 
not the God of the dead.” To him there are no graves 
that imprison his children, no tombs holding in per- 
petual durance his saints. He declared himself to be 
the God of Abraham hundreds of years after this 
patriarch had died. He was not the God of the scat- 
tered dust, or of the withered mummy that had once 
robed this man of power, but he was the God of Abra- 
ham! “Not the God of the dead, but of the living; 
for all live unto him,” or to him all are alive. 

We have here a glimpse at least of the divine eati- 
mate of our temporal being, and of death as it appears 
to the omniscient eye.

DENOMINATIONALISM VERSUS SECTA- 
RIANISM. 





The confusion of ideas is often the result of the con- 
founding of terms which are not synonymous. Many 
a bitter dispute would end in a most pleasant agree- 
ment if only the parties enlisted in the wrangle would 
pause and define the meaning and use of the terms 
employed in the controversy. 

Our brethren, both East and West, are not quite 
agreed as to our denominational: duty touching the 
efforts that are just now being made to effect an “or- 
ganic union” between the “Free Baptists” and the 
“Christians!” Perhaps a more definite understanding 
of words may help to a better agreement of ideas. 

The word “denomination” is not odious or even 
objectionable, for the reason that its primary mean- 
ing is “a collection of individuals called by the same 
name.” This word does not, necessarily, involve the 
idea of a creed statement of theology to which others 
must subscribe under penalties of excommunication. 
The chief definition of the word ‘sectarian,’ however, 
is ‘‘a body or number of persons united in tenets’ of 
religion, and which in olden times, and even in mod- 
ern times, are, more or less, of the “iron bedstead pat- 
tern.” 

As these two words, denomination and sectaricn, are 
not synonymous terms, at least in my mind, I will be 
excused for favoring the former and opposing the latter. 
The sum of my opposition to a sectism which would 
unchurch a man for his honest opinion of Bible teach- 
ing, is the exact measure of my sympathy for a denom- 
ination the chief end of which is to vindicate the in- 
alienable right of each man to interpret the Bible as 
God may help him to interpret it. So far as the 
“Christian denomination” shall practice what it 
preaches touching this essential question of personal 
right, only so far shall it have my hearty co-operation. 
And so far as any denomination shall become “secta- 
rian” by making dogmatic theology, much or little, a 
test of Christian fellowship, only so far shall it have 
the measure of my opposition.

The word “sectarianism,” as explained, and the sense in | coming. 


which I shall use the term, is wrong. If there is any- 
thing right connected with it, that must be determined 
by the additional ends to be compassed by the “sect.” 

With this view of the subject the Christian world 
can not afford to lose or destroy any one of the denom- 
inations now existing, unless their paramount object is 
“sectism,” or the unchristianizing of others because of 
their honest convictions of Bible truth. While the 
Christian world has passed out of the midnight dark- 
ness of such bigoted dogmatism, and the sun of free 
Christian thought is rapidly mounting the sky, yet we 
are far from the noonday brightness of theological lib- 
erty. It is ours, as a people, to help on the “good time 
coming” when each man shall be regarded, not in the 
‘light of what he thinks or ssys of disputed theology, 
nor yet as to his modes of observing church ordinances, 
but for what he is in his heart life. It is ours, under 
God, to help usher in the millennium, when each man 
will be fellowshiped and loved for what he is in his 
spiritual relation to the blessed Christ. 

The close observer of church history will not fail to 
see that each of these denominations, in their origin, 

had a divinely sublime thought to represent, however 
much it may have been cumbered with human error. 
Only let these human imperfections, which came out 
of the dark ages decked in the costume of superstition, 
be sloughed off, and the denomination will stand in the 
defense of a grand truth adopting such methods as the 
exigency of society may demand. Let the denomina- 
tion remain in defense of the truth which gave it birth, 
but if it withholds fellowship from those who dissent 
from its theology, let us by example, as well as precept, 
“teach them the way of the Lord more perfectly.” 

Certainly it is no part of the mission of the “Chris- 
tian Church” to obliterate denominational lines, but 
rather to stand as a wall against the approach of a sect- 
ism which would stay the progress of truth by inter- 
dicting thought in its honest search after the “thus 
saith the Lord.” Nor have J any exception to make to 
this liberal rule of interpretation touching the much- 
disputed question of “baptism,” any more than I would 
except the vexed question of “trinity,” “depravity,” 
“atonement,” etc. We would declare in thunder tones, 
“Let every man be fully persuaded in his own mind” 
on all these subjects in dispute. 

Ouly let this inalienable right be cheerfully granted 
to each individual, and the spiritual union of the 
church will be an accomplished fact. And this “spirit- 
ual union” is the only desired or possible union. I no 
more desire “organic union” for the church than I de- 
sire the organic union of all the families of the world. 

Let each family alone in its local loves, but let not 
selfishness lift up its fiendish head against other families 
of the community. The spirit of fraternal brother- 
hood should be as broad as our humanity. So let each 
denomination maintain its individuality by cultivating 
local attachments, and thus go forward on its special 
divine mission. But let not the spirit of Phariseeism 
drive from the heart the spirit of the Master. 

The efficiency of the army consists in ite diversity of 
Organization. The different companies, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions are a necessity. Each has its 
defensive and aggressive work to perform. But let 
there be no enfilading fire of one of these departments 
on that of another; but rather “spiritual union,” in 
that each section of the great army unites with every 
other in bringing its arias to bear on its enemy and not 
on that of its friends. To resolve all these depart- 
ments of the army into one great and unwielding com- 
pany would be most disastrous. As suggested, each of 
these denominations which go to make up the grand 
religious army seems to have had a divinity of origin. 
Reference to the history of each will discover to usa 
specific mission. And in its distinctive relation to the 
enemy, and its peculiar methods of operation, may, 
under God, do effective work which other divisions of 
the army may not. be able to do. 

The Methodist denomination, for example, has been 
divinely charged with the divine mission of spiritualiz- 
ing the great army which was rapidly drifting into a 
dead formality. Who would be so unmindful of prac- 
tical results and of practical necessity as to desire that 
the great M. E.Ohurch should disband? Only let 
their growing intelligence and broadening sympathies 
embrace all who love our Lord Jesus Christ, and then 


that is in it. No one can read the history of the 
“Quakers” without conceding the necessity of their 
But let not selfishness and bigotry so blind 
the Quaker eye, and so stop the Quaker ear,.that he 
can not see other divisions of the same great Christian 
army, nor hear the shouts of the treading multitude 
who march under thesame banner, and with them battle 
for the elevation of our fallen race.and for the glory 
of God! 

Beside, each of these denominations may, and of 
right should, contribute to the spirit of holy rivalry. 
The R:man Catholic Church presents the most perfect 
religious “organic union’ the world ever saw. The 
lifeless ritualism of the clergy and the cold indifference 
of their laity may justly be charged to the account of 
this “organic union.” The organization of a new “de- 
nomination,” essentially catholic in doctrine, but di- 
vinely trusted with the duty of urging the matrimonial 
alliance of ‘business and religion,” might be attended 
with grand results. And still another denomination, 
the distinctive object of which might be to bind in per- 
petual bonds “religion and good morals.” What the 
Catholics need, in my judgment, is “organic diversity.” 
This might cut them loose from the “dark sages’ of 
ritualism and dead formality, and help them to keep 
step to the music of Christian progress. — 

If the casting of my vote would resolve all the dif- 
ferent Protestant denominations into one perfect “or- 
ganic union,” I would not cast such a vote until my 

‘views of Christian union be radically and fundamen- 
,tally changed. If our church stands for an idea, and 
that idea be ‘no creed but the Bible,” as a test of fel- 
lowship, and no church demand but the “spirit of the 
Master,” then let there be no compromise by the in- 
troduction of a short creed on “baptism,” or “trinity,” 
or any other theological proposition which is now held 
in dispute by Christians. Our chief purpose, as I 
understand it, after the conversion of sinners, is not to 
obliterate denominational lines, but rather to give a 
special push to the heavenly chariot which bears the 
divine messsge of “spiritual union.” This, doubtless, 
is the union for which the Master so often and devout- 
ly prayed, and the only one desired or possible in 
the nature of the human mind. 

When “spiritual union” becomes an accomplished 
fact, in that no brother is discarded because of his 
honest views of Bible truth, then shall the specific 
mission of the Christian Church be fulfilled and the 
thought and inspiration which gave it birth will be 
awallowed up in the spirit of the millennium. Ifany 
are disposed to believe that our work in this regard is 
finished, let them read the last announcamo of the 
Evangelical Alliance, and they will see that the spirit 
which burned Michael Servetus is dying, but not 
dead. In the name of the great Head of the church 
let us not lay down the weapons of our warfare until 
the spirit of “‘sectism’”’ is buried in a hopeless grave. 

I am in favor of our owning and controlling our 
“Publishing House,” together with its religious litera- 
ture, and our literary colleges, and “Christian Biblical 
Institute,” all for the reason that as a people we are 
divinely appointed to the héavenly mission of helping 
to unify not only “Free Baptists,” but all denomina- 
tions, in the blessed bonds of the “spiritual union” of 
the heart, no matter for the theories of the head. It 
is my denominational Jove and my sectarian ate that 
has kept me in the church of my choice, and in which 
I have been preaching for more than forty years. 

If our “Free Baptists” (God bless them!) have filled 
their mission by sufficiently rebuking Calvinism and 
establishing “free will,” and are now willing to work 
for the spiritual unification of all who love the Master, 
no matter for their views on “baptism” or any other 
subject of disputed theology; in short, if the special 
mission of the “Christians” and the “Free Baptists” 
is identical, then by all means let there be “organic 
union.” But if each has ite distinctive work in the 
great army, then; in the name of the Lord, “how can 
two walk together when they are not agreed?” For 
one I am too old and have been too long in this serv- 
ice to yield “‘one jot or tittle” by accepting a human 
creed statement, long or short, which will, in the least, 
discard a brother for no other reason than that of his 
honest views of dogmatic theology.

CHRISTIAN UNION. 


There is at the present time probably no one subject 
more engrossing the minds and hearts of the followers 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, especially the Protestant 
portion of them, than Christian union; excepting it 
may be the one great truth that “Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God, and that believing, ye may have life 
in his name.” That one truth must ever be the chief 
corner-stone of Christianity; and without doubt who- 
ever builds thereon shall be saved, although much he 
may build thereon may be burned. For a long time 
men have been building upon this rock, denomina- 
tions, or sects, having party names, creeds, and tests of 
fellowship and membership, thinking they were doing 
God service, and probably will for a time, too long a 
time, to come. I have not the least doubt but that all 
denominationalism, or sectism, with all their party 
names, creeds, and tests, will be burned, yea, entirely 
consumed, though many of their builders shall be 
saved as by fire, because they did it ignorantly; and 
the church of Christ will again be recognized as one 
body. I believe this because I believe in the baptism 
of our Lord, the Christ. He baptizeth with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire; in which all, against whom the 
gates of Hades shall not prevail, must remain immersed 
until the body of sin is destroyed, and they are joined 
in one body, which body is made alive by one Spirit, 
even the mind and will of God which was in the Christ 
without measure. And this one body, animated by 
this one Spirit, will be known by one name, the church 
of Christ and of God. Then also it will have one faith 
or creed, the Word of God. In this church there will 
be but one Lord, even our Lord Jesus, the Christ, to 
whom each member must give account for himself and 
not for another. Such was the church, if I under- 
stand the New Testament, when divinely instituted by 
our Lord and his inspired apostles; and such I expect 
it will be when the prayer he taught his disciples to 
pray, “Thy kingdom come; thy will be done in earth, 
aa it is in heaven,” shall be fully answered; for I can 
not conceive of the church above as divided into de- 
nominations, or sects, each having its party name, 
creed, and test of fellowship. I[tmay be asked, Is there 
at the present time such a church upon the earth? I 
answer, Yes. There are some of our Lord’s disciples 
even now, who have so “tasted the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to come,” that they will 
neither take to themselves, nor knowingly build up 
any other church name, creed, or test of fellowship 
and membership than that given to his church by the 
inspiration of God. A goodly number of such are in 
New York, who are distrustful of all such bases of 
union as produce no union, and never will; and which 
before have been, and again may be, the entering wedge 
of deplorable disunion, Sectism has lost nothing, but 
rather has increased its kindred when yielding nothing. 
It has secured some to co-operate with them in making 
and building on such bases, who before were on the 
only basis on which all Christians can unite and be the 
Lord’s freemen. To unite with any people to win 
souls to Christ, or to live Christian lives, is Christian 
union work, but to unite with a people to organize or 
establish and build up a Christian Church, or church 
of Christ (I consider these two terms synonymous) in 
one place, and a Free Baptist Church in another place, 
is not all of it Christian union work? For me to 
unite with Dr. Ball in such a co-operative work, I 
should no more think I was entering into an enlarged 
Christian union work than I would do to unite with 
Dr. McGlynn.in establishing and building up a Chris- 
tian Church in one place, and a Catholic Church in 
another place. I do not think Dr. McGlynn would 
ever attempt such a work and call it Christian union. 
He is too enlarged for that. Bro. Jones, many of us 
in this state begin to fear that not all of those set be- 
fore us as teachers and leaders have ascended sufli- 
ciently upon our Pisgah to fully behold the land of 
promise to our people. We feel grateful to you for 
your editorial, “A Crisis,” in the HERALD of March

ORGANIC UNION WITH THE FREEWILL 
BAPTISTS. 


A LAYMAN’S VIEW OF THE MOVEMENT. 


Dear Bro. Jones,—In the HERALD OF GosPEL LIB- 
ERTY of March 24, 1887, there appears in answer toa 
letter from Rev. B. 8. Batchelor an article written by 
you, entitled “A Crisis.” I most heartily approve of 
this article and the sentiments contained therein, and 
am satisfied that in view of recent developments you 
have sounded the word of warning and danger none 
toosoon. More than this, I believe the majority of the 
laymen in our denomination entertain the same opinion. 
For some time past I have observed an evident desire 
on the part of some of our ministers and pastors to 
get away from the faith that was once in them, and 
take unto themselves something new. This has been a 
source of surprise to me and many others who have 
always regarded the teachings of our church as strictly 
scriptural, and hence the necessity of adhering strictly 
to them. But if, what has more recently been declared 
and published be correct, then the Christian Church 
has never possessed any distinct principles, but has 
simply assumed them until a favorable opportunity 
would present itself to take those which others pos- 
sessed and make these ours, and in the judgment of 
some that time has now arrived. Propositions for con- 
ference on the question of union were made by certain 
Christian ministers to other certain ministers of the 
Freewill Baptist Church, is what you ssy in your arti- 
cle, and does not this language subtantiate my asser- 
tion that some Christian ministers are striving very 
earnestly to create the impression that the Christian 
Church has not and does not now possess any prized 
principles, and is ready to accept what other denomi- 
‘nations may teach? The Freewill Baptist Church is 
not the Christian Church by any means. It would not 
and will not now admit our position to be correct, and 
yet some in our ministry are willing by their actions to 
admit that ever since our existence as a separate organ- 
ization we have been wrong; and now it is proposed to 
remedy this wrong by organic union with a denomina- 
tion which has always maintained a separate existence, 
claiming this to be justifiable. May I ask which of the 
three cardinal principles that distinguish us from all 
other religious organizations are we: willing, for the 
sake of this union, with any body of Christians to sur- 
render—“Christian character the only test of fellow- 
ship,” “Christian our name,” and tie “Bible the only 
rule of faith and practice?” Will the Freewill Baptists 
accept any one of these in lieu of aunion? Thus far I 
have failed to see where they have shown any inclina- 
tion or disposition to yield a single point in their the- 
ology. If they, as an ecclesiastical organization, are 
really anxious and desirous of effecting this so-called 
union, why not meet us half way? Why not concede 
some churchly and theological point? Why not 
publish their’ willingness in this direction? If we 
are ready and willing to surrender any one of our dis- 


tinetive principles we need not confine our negotia-|- 


tions alone with the church and denomination in ques- 
tion. If we are ready to sink our identity as a relig- 
ious body, other denominations will take us in and ¢en- 
derly care for us. 

This “union” was tried in Pennsylvania with the 
Disciples, and what was the result? The entire old 
Pennsylvania Conference was absorbed by the Disci- 
ples save the Lewisburg Church. I would very much 
like to know what churches in Pennsylvania have 
gone into this union movement as alleged by the arti- 
cle in the New York Independent. I know of none. 
If any such there be let the unenlightened be informed. 

Already have I said that the propositions for this 
union have all come from our side of the house. All 
the overtures have been made by us, and this persist- 
ent and continued begging for the Freewill Baptists to 
take us into partnership, as though we were not able to 
look after ourselves, has become to many of us ex- 
tremely humiliating, to say the least. Mark my word, 
these efforts on the part of some of our ministers, and 
especially those occupying official and extra responsi- 
ble positions among us, can result but in the division 
and disintegration of our beloved church, create a 
spirit of unrest and dissatisfaction, and retard -the 
progress of the truth. 

I speak as a layman—one who has ever been inter- 
ested in the growth and prosperity of the Christian 
Church—and from experience and observation declare, 


that should this organic union be effected it means the 
absorption of the Christian Church and the upbuild- 
ing of another thereby, no better qualified or prepared 
to assist the Lord in reaching and saving humanity. 
It is time to cry aloud, “Halt!”

REPENTANCE AFTER DEATH. 

The minister of Christ has no right to teach that 
there may be repentance after death. As this subject 
is coming to the front, I desire here to bear a little 
testimony. 

1. The doctrine of repentance after death is not pro- 
claimed in the Word of God. In some way, by strain- 
ing and twisting, any doctrine and all doctrines, how- 
ever false, may be proved by the Bible. But no one 
can say that probation after this life is anywhere clearly 
taught by the sacred writers. What do I mean by be- 
ing clearly taught? I mean that it be taught and 
written in so many words. I can myself teach the doc- 
trine so plainly that a fool could not misunderstand 
me. Here it isin five words, ‘‘Men may repent after 
death.” What fool, however deep his ignorance, could 
not understand this? If God had wanted to teach the 
doctrine, he was fully able to do so, and did not need 
ourhelp. Some doctrines of the Bible are deep and 
woven with mystery, and are hard to be understood. 
But this is not one of them. Nothing could be sim- 
pler than this.. If God wished to reveal such-a truth 
to his creatures, why did he not teach it clearly? Oaly 
five words were necessary to make it all plain. 

2. If the doctrine were true, there is no use for it in 
a world like this. It would lead no man to repent of 
his sins and begin a new life. It would not tend to 
elevate the world, or to push on reforms, or to make 
men honest. It has no motive power except for evil. 

3. If the doctrine be true, it would not be wise to 
teach it. It would give comfort to sinners in their 
sins. This the Bible everywhere carefully avoids. Its 
whole burden is to alarm the sinner out of his sloth, 
and give him no peace until he returns to God. The 
arrows of God are sharp in the hearts of the King’s 
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union that treats God’s*Word as insufficient is not the 
union for which Jesus prays. 

3. God’s Word is not to be compromised for the sake 
of union. 

4. Any creed sect that desires union and insists on 
having a union on any other basis, less or more than 
“thy truth,” insists on a selfish union. 


- 5, Any body of people making the Word of God 


their only basis of union, but, for the sake of union, 
compromises with the creed party, has no Gospel right 
to say such plan, if consummated, is the union for 
which Jesus prays. 

6. Any party that quotes the union prayer of Jesus 
and proposes any other plan than in God’s Word, per- 
verts the prayer, and makes the Word of God of no 
effect through their traditions. 

7. Any union on a lower plan than that defined by 
Jesus is apostacy. The moment we, as a people, seek 
the words of any party as the basis of union, we fall 
from our high calling—we have no special mission. 
But while we co-operate with the prayer of Jesus, we 
are the Lord’s kings and priests. As we suffer with 
him so shall we reign-with him. 

Brethren, when we labor for union and quote Jesus 
as our authority, let us magnify his holy name, and 
honor his judgment by laboring for no union but in the 
Word of God. O. J. Wait.

REMARKS. 


1. It is beyond dispute that Jesus prays for a definite 
union. “In thy word.” God’s Word, God’s rule is 
the only Gospel rule that builds his temple; God’s 
Word kindles fires as hot as the refiners’ fire, consum- 
ing the dross and unifying the refined silver. 

2. Jesus, in his prayer, assures us that he sends his 
apostles “into the world.” Here is high evidence of 


apostolic authority including their writings, so long as 
they are sanctified through the Word. (Verse 17). Any 





sumes business, burning heretics and Jews. Good 
Lord, deliver us from such orthodoxy! The reformers 
and saints were the heretics of the ages in which they 
lived. It is not polite to ostracize a man or ignore his 
family because of his disbelief or misbelief. Really, is 
it putting it too strongly to say it is not Christian? The 
orthodoxy of to-day clings to doctrines, and would test 
men by them, that Jesus Christ never once mentioned. 
Was he orthodox? I have no quarrel with the man 
who adores a mysterious trinity, but if I choose the 
simpler way and worship “one God, the Father,” I do 
object to being classed as a heretic who must be forever 
damned. If a man can take comfort in the thought of 
total depravity, vicarious sacrifice, and endless hell for 
heathen and for others, he has a right to his belief and 
is my brother; but if I can not accept these, or other 
orudities as articles of faith, I object to being desig- 
nated an “infidel,” a-“mere moralist,” or something 
else intended asa bad name. If I have no creed, no 
discipline, it is barely possible that I am a Christian, 
and after all sound in the faith. At all events com- 
mon politeness, to say nothing of Christian charity, 
would give me credit for honesty. 

When so called union organizations confine their 
unity to such Christians as are “evangelical,” there is 
yet need of a church and a people who can and will 
admit to full fellowship any man on the ground of 
Christian character. The trend is in the right direo- 
tion, but the work is not complete. The distinctive 
points that mark us as a people should be kept to the 
front. There is life in agitation; stagnation means 
death.

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“DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN UNION.” 


Our able and esteemed brother, Rev. J. T. Phillips, 
the chairman of the Committee on Christian Union, 
which was appointed by the American Christian Con- 
vention, when lately it met in New Bodford, Mass., has 
addressed to us in the HERALD of March 31st, and under 
the above heading, words which appear to me as timely, 
sound, and wise. I would also say that I hope that 
nothing of importance will be done, or at least be con- 
sidered as accomplished in regard to the union of any 
of our churches, conferences, state associations, etc., 
with any other people, without being first submitted to 
the committee for consideration and report. 

In the article mentioned, Bro. Phillips says, ‘‘ Evi- 
dently recent hasty action has been taken.’ Some of us 
in New York think that remark is true and well said, 
and that it was expressed none to soon. 

I see also that our editor, Rev. C. J. Jones, has his 
fears, and suggests that a convention be called early in 
May, to confer upon the subject of Christian union. 
Without doubt some decisive and effective action 
should soon take place, and that nothing would be 
more certain to accomplish that than the plainly express- 
ed wisdom of the entire body through its chosen repre- 
sentatives. I hope that the Executive Board of the 
American Christian Convention and the Committee on 
Christian Union will immediately confer, if they have 
not already, and if they deem it best call a convention. 

I also call for an official exposition of the following 
“recommend,” adopted by the American Christian 
Convention at its late meeting in New Bedford, Mass., 
to-wit: “ We also recommend the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to confer with all churches and religious 
organizations, in regard to the subject of union, where 
such conference is desirable, and arrange time and place 
for such meeting as they may think will advance the 


cause of union among the followers of Christ.” (See | 


Quadrennial Book, page 140). Do» the words “ail 
churches and religious organizations’ mean our 
churches, ete., or the churches, etc., of any other peo- 
ple, or both ours and others? 

Again, “where such conference is desirable.” Does 
this mean where conference on the subject of union is 
desirable, or where conference with that committee on 
that subject is desirable, which? In short, was that 
recommendation adopted, and a standing committee on 
Christian union appointed, so that whatever may be 
done in regard to the union of any of our churches, 
eto., with any other people, may be so done as to have 
the approbation and sanction of the whole body as fully 
as possible while it is not in session? Will our presi- 
dent, Dr. Long, give through the HzRap his official 
decision upon this matter? @.

Is the 
Bible vague and colorless? To me it has greater 
beauty and definiteness than ever graced the pages of 
human formularies, written or unwritten. 

For one I am proud of this so-called “nebulous body.” 
I believe it to be the only basis of Christian union. I 
am unable to conceive of any platform on which I 
could stand, and with the same boldness and confidence 
say to all Christians, Come join usin church fellowship. 
I repeat it, I am PRovp of my church relationship. It 
is the best the world ever had.- I never expect to, I 
never can, stand on another. From it I expect to step 
to the “golden streets.” If I had to stand alone I 
would have to stand just where I am. It would glad- 
den my heart to see the crumbling of the last middle 
wall of partition. ‘Angels would rejoice in the event. 





But I can not be persuaded that ‘hat goal can ever be 
reached by sacrificing any of the principles of the 
Christian Church. Hence, the heading of this item. 
We want union, not dismemberment. I do feel some- 
what alarmed lest in our overanxiety to become strong, 
we become weaker. I want to thank our dear Bro. 
Watson for what he said some time ago in the HERALD 
on this subject. And I would add that we do well to 
take heed to the timely admonitions of our Bro. C. J. 
Jones in his editorials which have appeared from time 
to time. Let every reader of the HERALD go back to 
the issue of March 24, 1887, and turn to page 8. Read 
the editorial ‘there, rightly named “A Crisis.” No 
matter if you did read it once, read it again and again. 
It contains food for thought. Ponder it well, for there 
is a crisis pending. I am not discouraged, as Bro. Sals- 
bury expresses himself in the HERALD ot March 3lst, 
but I want to move the adoption of his resolution, for 
Iam fully convinced that the organic union of the 
Christian Church with any sectarian church is an utter 
impossibility,and all effort in that direction is worse 
than useless.

UNION—OF WHOM? ON WHAT? 


Why can not the sects understand? From the fact 
the Christians fail to make it plain to them that Christ 
wants a union of Christians on Christianity; a union 
of Christian fellowship on a Christ-likeness of love, 
labor, and worship; union to obey what the Bible 
plainly says; on what each person understands the Bible 
says to them. Nota union of what a synod or associa- 
tion of Baptists or a conference of Christians say the 
Bible means; or which creed, confession, or church 
covenant we will adopt when united; or what new cov- 
enant of doctrine we will make, through or by the 
committee on union appointed to confer with any de- 
nomination; or what new sect name shal! be inaugur- 
ated or old name adopted by the bodies when united. 

If different religious denominations were about to 
unite their religions, the above course of procedure 
would be correct, and would further the religious 
world toward a Romish church union, resulting in 
union of church and state. As soon as all can be 
united on one creed made by men, then there will be 
no Christian freedom to obey God according to the in- 
dividual understanding of what God’s Word requires. 
But if Protestant Christian freedom from all Romish 
creeds is necessary to the conversion of the world to 
Christ, a union of Christians on the Bible alone must 
come, accepting only the Bible name “Christian ;” for 
all the world would then ba followers of Christ. For 
the assembly the Bible name, “The Church,” which 
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2. Our denominational pride, for Christians all to 
come to Christ and the Bible only? 3. Is the Bible 
an all-sufficient rule of faith and practice? 4. Will 
we cease to hold belief in men-made, written creeds or 
church covenants of doctrine, as tests of church or 
Christian fellowship? 5. Are we satisfied with the 
divinely-given name, “Christians,” to the exclusion of 
all men’s names that are nowhere given in the Script- 
ures of inspiration? 6. Are we willing that “we 
shall all give account of ourselves to God? 7. And 
no longer be amenable to the church or men as to the 
soundness of our theology, so that we and they bear 
the fruits of the spirit of Christ; namely, “love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, meekness, temperance, 
goodness, faith?” Christ positively commands us: 
“Ye shall know them by their fruits,’”’ not by their 
name or theology. 

The union is not to change the faith of any on the- 
ological points, but to abandon what is not commanded 
in the Bible to be believed or done, and this is left to 
the individual conscience to work out. It isa widening 
of fellowship in church to fellowship, live, labor, 
love, and help all who love our Lord Jesus Christ with 
a pure heart fervently. Voluntary organization for 
Sabbath-school, mission, publishing and educational 
work, can then be efficient to convert religionists to 
Christianity and sinners to Christ, and the world to 
God.

CO-OPERATIVE UNION. 

From my standpoint it seems to me that much more 
than the occasion warrants has been said about union 
with the Free Baptists. The only opyortunity that I 
was privileged to meet with them was at our New York 
State Association last September.

NEW YORK LETTER. 

This week has been distinguished by the centennial of 
one of our city colleges. Ot these the metropolis boasts 
no less than four—S+. John’s, Fordham, Roman Catho- 
lic; the University of the City of New York, Preaby- 
terian; the College of the City of New York, munici- 
pal; and Columbia, the college in question, Protestant 
Episcopal. All of these institutions, especially when 
taken with their adjunct professional schools, number 
their students by the hundreds. 

Columbia is the oldest of them all, dating back to 
1754, at which time it was known as King’s College. 
When, however, the provinces became independent 
states, and a constitution was adopted for the American 
Union, the old name became obviously inappropriate 
for an educational institution within the bounds of an 
independent republic, and so Columbia was chosen as 
its title in place of the old one, which savored too 
much of royalty. Columbia is overflowing with riches, 
its property being valued in the neighborhood of six 
millions; and with its school of science, theological 
seminary, law school, and judicial school counts up a 
roll of some 1,600 students at the present time. The 
anniversary was held Wednesday at the Academy of 
Music, and the procession of students and faculty was 
over half a mile long. The exercises were of the kind 
to be expected on such an occasion; grave speeches, 
sharply accentuated by the uproar of students, whose 
untamable spirits found frequent vent in ear-splitting 
calls of their slogan, C-O L-U-M-B-I-A. The list of 
honorary degrees conferred was long, but the names 
were of men at the forefront of science and letters. 

A suggestion has been made in a paper read before 
the Medio»-Legal Society by Dr. L. L. Seaman, which 
is at least well worth thinking about. He advises the 
employment of convicts on the public works at quarrying 
and stone laying. It seems that not long since laborers 
were transported across the East River to Blackwell’s 
Island to dig trenches for laying some pipes, while s 
thousand convicts were idle behind the bars. It is of 
course well that convict labor should not be so used as 
to conflict with free labor; but it looks as if it might bes 
good stroke of statesmanship as well as of philanthropy 
to put idle convicts at wheeling earth and piling stone 
for the improvement of the water front. 

Dr. Funk, of the Voice, is out with a proposition for 
all temperance workers to unite in obtaining legislation 
which will restrict Excise Commissioners from grant- 
ing saloon permits in excess of one saloon to one bun- 
dred voters. This action, he claims, would shut out 
three-fourths of the saloons in thecity. It is very evi- 
dent that the anti-saloon feeling is growing, and if 
temperance men will “pool their issues,” and lay hold 
of practical measures to restrict the traffic, it may pres- 
ently be less dangerous and defiant than now. Pro- 
hibition is the goal. But we must reach it, in New 
York at least, step by step. If we could shut out 7,500 
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of our over 11,000, the city would be a far more desir- 
able residence. 

It was my pleasure on Tuesday last to meet the 
Camp-meeting Trustees in Fall River, and to call on 
several of the friends. Business is waking up in the 
spindle city, and all enterprises share in the general 
encouragement. Bro. Merritt is carrying on his church- 
work with zeal, tempered with wise discretion, and en- 
joys the full confidence and support of the people. He 
is now conducting special meetings which are attended 
with very gratifying results.

acknowledged by both bodies, viz., ‘The Scriptures as our 
only rule of faith and practice.’”’ 

(“Continued efforts” in the right spirit and for right 
ends are not condemned but approved—any other efforts 
havé no indorsement. | 

Of the action of the Free Baptist Conference Items 
2, 3, and 4 are these: 

“2 Weareready to form such alliance with other Chris- 


tian bodies as may promise larger results in advancing our | . 


Lord’s kingdom. 

“3, We are ready to join in organic union with such 
Christians as may so far agree with us in doctrine and 
usages as to give assurance of continued harmony and 
peaceful relations in Christian work.” 

[Notice, they do not ask conformity to their own 
doctrine and usages, but only that they shall not differ 
so much as to forbid continued harmony and peaceful 
relations in Christian work; that is, they do not wish 
to incorporate a probably perpetual antagonism | 

“4, We regard loyalty to Christ and the Bible and the in- 
dependence of the local church as suggesting a basis 
on which closer relationships with other bodies may be 
attained.” 

The italics are mine. Certainly, between bodies ex- 
pressing themselves so kindly, and in a spirit so much 
akin, there should be no antagonisms.

A LETTER FROM ALBANY, NEW YORK. 


Some weeks since I received a letter from a dear 
brother in the West—a brother whom I have never 
seen—asking after the condition of the First Christian 
Church in Albany. I reply to his letter through the 
HERALD, inasmuch as I know there are many in the 
denomination who desire to know what is coming of 
their prayers in behalf of this work. All outward 
signs of prosperity in a church are deceiving if it is 
devoid of spirituality. True piety, living in commun- 
ion with Christ, this is everything to a church. Pos- 
sessed of everything but this, any church is but a life- 
leas organism. Spiritually the church at Albany has 
certainly been steadily growing, as an average attend- 
ance of fifiy or sixty at the Wednesday night prayer- 
meeting for the past year proves. Dead church-mem- 
bers can always find more congenial employment than 
that afforded in the prayer-meeting; and only those 
who can sing, “I love thy church, O God,” and can 
make it the expression of their own experience, care 
to seek the place where prayer is wont to be made. A 
deep desire for the conversion of souls is apparent in 
the prayers and exhortations in our prayer-meetings. 
Nor has this desire been altogether unfulfilled. In 
the past fifteen months, forty-four new members have 
been received into fellowship, and there are “more 
to follow.” On the firat Sunday in the month at our 
regular communion ten were given the hand of fellow- 
ship, all of whom will be a strength to us as we hope 
to be to them. On the Sunday evening previous, the 
house, including gallery and ajsles, was thronged by a 
multitude come to witness the burial by baptism o; 
four obedient souls. Great solemnity reigned in the 
hearts of all during the administration of this most 
impressive ordinance. A young man, an carnest 


Christian worker, who is a member of one of our city 
churches where immersion is unknown, has said to 
me since that he was so impressed by this service that, 
had he had a change of raiment, he would certainly 
have presented himself and demanded baptivm at our 
hand. 

We have just completed the installation of a new or- 
gan. Since the organization of the church an ordi- 
nary reed organ has been used, because a large church 
organ could not be afforded. The reed organ giving 
out, we were obliged to cast about for another instru- 
ment. A response almost surprising to our own san- 
guineness met our call for funds; and, by the assist- 
ance of our friend, Hon. Francis A. Palmer, of New 
York City, whose generosity has awakened the grati- 
tude of many of our people, we were able to secure one 
of those. wonderful instruments called the Hamilton 
Vocalion, a triumph of modern invention, which en- 
ables a church in limited circumstances to secure for 
$750 an organ in every way equal to a pipe-organ cost- 
ing $1500. It has, moreover, the advantage over the 
pipe organ that it is never out of tune, while its tone 
is exactly like the pipe-organ. Smell churches are 
under great obligation to Mr. Hamilton, of England, 
the inventor of this marvel among musical instru- 
ments. Located just behind the pulpit, its beautiful 
pipe-top adds a hundred per cent. to the appearance 
of the room, while its fall force makes the very floor 
vibrate. 

Profoundly thankful for the kindly interest taken in 
this work by the entire denomination, we humbly ask 
the brethren for their continued prayers in its behalf.

With.ut entering at all into the discussion of 
“union,” I wish to say my acquaintance with these 
brethren reaches back for many years. I know them, 
their spirit, their fidelity to the denomination, and the 
spirit and intent of their lives and acts; and I know, 
and most confidently assure you that the words in the 
HERALD of March 24th, which have caused you alarm, 
such as that there is ‘a persistent effort of certain 
ministers of the Christian Church to effect a union 
with the Freewill Baptist Church, by division and dis- 
integration of the Christian body,” and all other words 
to that effect, have no foundation in fact whatever. 
My location, my personal acquaintance with the men, 
and my correspondence, give me a chance to know, as 
no man at a distance can know, and I assure my breth- 
ren of the West, with whom I have lived so many 
years, and from whom I have had so many testimonials 
of their confidence, that if “the condition of affairs in 
the Christian Church is serious and alarming” any- 
where—if with any persons there is danger of “divis- 
ion and disintegration,” it is NoT among the brethren 
of the East. It has no existence, near or remote, out- 
side ot the imagination of those who express the alarm 
or who are influenced by them. 

The meeting at Providence, which is the occasion of 
sounding this alarm, as any can see from its programme, 
as published in the HERALD of March 10th, was merely 
an ordinary ministers association, in which for mutual 
help such topics were discussed as “Revivals,” “Ad- 
vantages of American Churches for Christian Work,” 
and “How Shall we Help our Weak Churches?” It 
was nothing more, nothing less. Its only peculiarity 
was, and that not an unusual one, that ministers of 
four difterent denominations instead of one had part in 
the association. Surely the imagination must be a fer- 
tile one that can see any “division and disintegration” 

n a meeting like that. 


I speak here for the brethren of the East. The same! 








their brethren and their loyalty to the denomination, 
as I knew them, for the years that I lived with them. 
If anything different exists there to-day it must have 
arisen from influences since introduced. I believe that 
the old loyalty, East and West, remains stil] unshaken. 
Surely the piety, the intelligence, the ability, the suo- 
cess, the unswerving fidelity to our denomination, with 
all its principles and interests through all their lives, of 
the “certain ministers” alluded to—J. W. Osborn, 0. 
A. Tillinghast, I. H. Coe, B. 8. Batchelor, M. Summer- 
bell, A. H. Morrill, and such—are a guaranty of the 
wisdom and safety of anything in which they msy 
enlist, whether they be considered independently or in 
comparison with those who criticise them. I know 
they are able to speak for themselves, but they are not 
of the kind of men that court such experiences as the 
candid article of Bro. Batchelor receives. They 
prefer the “things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith one may edify another.” 

Asa lover of Christ and of the Christian Church, I 
can again assure my brethren that the occasion for 
“unrest, doubts, and fears” does not exist.

A NEW TABERNACLE. 


Tuesday I had the privilege of conferring with my 
associates, the trustees of our summer home, and re- 
turning on Wednesday sent out this circular to friends 
whom it interested : 

Dear Friend,—The Trustees of the Christian Camp 
Meeting Association, in session in Fall River, Mass., 
April 11, 1887, adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Public Pro con- 
fer with the subscribers to the Building Fund and get 
their views as to the expediency of building the taber- 
nacle before the next camp- meeting. 

The question before the trustees at present is how 
best to subserve the interests of the association, and 
meet the wishes of our subscribers. The elements of 
the problem are these: 

1. The known wish of many of the subscribers for 
immediate progress of the work. 

2. The large outlay required to fit the present tent 
for use this season. Investigation of the superstruct- 
ure and masts, and of the seats, which were in danger 
of breaking down last year, shows that to put all into 
serviceable condition would require from $300 to $500. 
The trustees naturally hesitate to expend so large a 
sum simply to tide over a single season. — 

3. The amount of subscriptions for the new taber- 
nacle. These now stand at $1,140 on a basis of $1,500 
expenditure, and of $1,410 on a basis of $2000 With 
so large a fund assured the trustees have little doubt 
but that other known friends will join in supplying all 
that will be required. Plans are now in preparation 
by an architect of national celebrity for a structure 
combining the advantages of solid building and open 
tent, which it is believed can be erected for from $1 800 
to $2,000. 

If it is your opinion that the association should pro- 
ceed to erect the new tabernacle this year, can the 
trustees depend on your forwarding one-half of your 
subscription to the treasurer, the Rev. B. 8. Batchelor, 
of New Bedford, on or before June 1, 1887? 

Whatever your view of the matter presented please 
communicate the same to us at your early convenience.

AN OBJEOT LESSON. 


A novel and interesting exhibition was given a few 
evenings since in Rev. Dy. Wilson’s Church on Fifty- 
seventh Street. The lady who lectured and prepared 
the programme was Mrs. Bainbridge. She and her 
husband spent several years in Japan, China, Siam, 
Persia, India, Egypt, and Turkey. Mrs. B. made her- 
self acquainted with the habits and customs of the peo- 
ple in those pagan nations, procuring costumes and 
images such as they bow down to and worship. Her 
methods of illustration were very striking, her aim be- 
ing to awaken interest in foreign mission-work. She 
would relate some of hez experiences, for instance, in 
Japan, and then call up a girl dressed in costume and 
show by her attitudes the Japanese modes of idol wor- 
ship; so of China and all the countries named, until 
she had seventeen different costumes, many of which 
were rich and brilliant. The pastor wisely conducted 
the service and read the 115th-Psalm. A generous col- 
lection was received amounting to$137. The collectors 
were the girls and boys in costume. 

Mrs. Bainbridge showed how women were debased 
and treated as slaves to their husbands and masters. 
She was privileged to visit harems and other places 
where men are not allowed to enter. One Egyptian 
woman, in a harem, asked if it was true that women in 
America were allowed to: eat at the same table with 
their husbands? Mrs. B. told her they did. She said, 
“How nice that must be. I would like to live in 
America.” 

A vast work is on the hands of Christian nations to 
rescue these idolators and stop their barbarous and de- 
grading habits by giving them the light of the Gospel. 
For one I am giad our churches are taking some hand 
in this work. Let us ql] make some offering to ad- 
vance it and sustain our pioneer missionaries, Rev. D. 
F. Jones and his wife, in their Japanese mission.

‘ WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuineron, D. C., April 11, 1887. 

The work of evangelizing the city of Washington has 
commenced, and from the outlock will be vigorously 
prosecuted. The pastors of eighteen Protestant 
churches have discussed the subject fraternally, and 
have agreed upon a means of systematic union work in 
every section of the capital, which certain moralists 
have essayed to establish as the most ungodly in the 
world. 

And Washington is being made better in other ways. 
An old law on the District of Columbia statute books 
makes its unlewful for any person to keep open any 
place of business for the sale of any article of profit on 
Sundays, excepting apothecaries, undertakers, and bar- 
bers. The Commissioners have resurrected this law 
from its dusty tomb, and propose to enforce it. In 
other words, there will be no cigar stores open next 
Sunday, and news stands, ice-cream saloons, lunch- 
rooms, ete., will also be closed. 

It is difficult to see the drift of this action. Some 
people think that, since the day of blue law is over, 
the Prohibitionists have gone a little too far for their 
own good, that there will be a general howl of indig- 
nation, a test case in which the District will probably 
be defeated, and then the barrier will be down. 

I do not know that Washington needs any more 
evangelizing Jabor expended upon it than any other 
metropolis in the country, despite the universal opin- 
ion outside that it is a perfect cesspool of iniquity. The 
capital is not a vicious city. It is not an immoral city. 
It is really not in as bad a way by half as the agitators 
would make it out to be. 

There are no gambling houses here. At one time 
faro and all other games of chance which ruined the 
life and business advancement of many a man were in 
fall blast, but they were completely wiped out some 
yearsago. During the past winter some adventurers 
opened a gambling house here for business, but within 
two days their establishment was vacated. There are 
no professional poker rooms in existence here. I do 
not mean that poker is not played, for it is, to a con- 
siderable extent, during the so-called social season, but 
it is not licensed. 

It has been said in other cities that there was no artis- 
tic or musical atmosphere in Washington; that politics 
and society absorbed every faculty and interest. Wash- 
ington does lunch and dine and visit a great deal, and 
“politics” do hang as a sort of Oid Man of the Sea 
about its neck, but it is more thau the political and 
social capital of the greatest republic the world has 
ever seen. Every national interest centers here, and 
every phase of national life is represented here, as is 
also the intellect, and culture, and patriotism of a con- 
tinent. 

The great social whirl begins on New Year's Day and 
subsides with the advent of Lent. During that season, 
with the fashionable people and official entertainers, 
calls and visiting cards fill up the mornings. Calls, 
receptions, and visiting cards crowd the afternoons. 
Oalls, receptions, and visiting cards jam the evenings 
and nights until next morning every day. 

If every day were a week long and every week a 
month long there would stil! not be time enough for all 
‘the calls, receptions, visiting cards, breakfasts, lunch- 
eons, dinners, and teas, which constitutes the occupa- 
tion of a certain element of society here. But amid 
this social mzelstrom, one meets more famous men and 
women, statesmen, orators, soldiers, and scholars, more 
people worth knowing and remembering, than in any 
other city of America, or than in all its cities com- 
bined. 

And taken all in all, for its siz, ite cosmopolitan 
population, it may be said that Washington is a good 
city in point of morals. Still it has been so much and 
so long misrepresented that it will be very difficult to 
remove such a widely spread erroneous impression. 

Among its latest charities is the establishment of 
a “Home,” the object of which is to protect and pro- 
vide for young women who come here expecting to get 
work and fail to do so. A number of prominent ladies 
and gentlemen have organized themselves into an as- 
sociation for the establishment of this “Home,” which 
will be the means of preventing untold suffering and 
degradation. Women come here seeking employment 
from every quarter of the United States. Of course 
many of them are disappointed. Scarcely a day passes 
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that the police are not called on to provide for such | is his dear cousin. If they should forget to help how 


unfortunates, while about the only thing that they can 
do is to furnish a meal or two and a night’s lodgirg in 
the cell of a station-house.

VEGETABLE Sour.—Two pounds lean 
beef with bone(not cracked) three quarts 
water, adding more as it boils away; one 
teaspoonful salt; when the meat is cooked 
tender take it, with the bone, out, and 
add to stock one small carrot, one small 
turnip and six medium siz‘d potatoes, 
chopped fine. Save the meat for mince 
pies. We. can heartily recommend this 
soup as the best of its kind. 


Growing Huckleberries. 


A farmer in New York states tha’ 
about fifteen, years ago he transplanted 


huckleberries, of both the high and low. 


kinds, from a cold, wet swamp to a dry, 
gravelly soil, where they have grown 
taller than in their native spot, and pro- 
duce larger and more abundant berries. 
He advises us to set out young plants, 
about a foot high, in the spring, and 
then to mulch them for a year or two, 
and plow in some coarse horse manure 
occasionally. They are slow to start, 
but after they are started they grow 
rapid‘y, both in bush and berry. 


Cold Storage of Fruit. 


Dec. Ward, of New Jersey, being called 
upon for a statement of his experience 
in cold storage, told the Connecticut 
State Board Meeting that he has a 
building holding 2,000 bushels at once, 
and he uses it from the time he begins 
to pick his Bartlett pears till the entire 
crop is harvested. He picks into boxes 
holding a bushel and a half, and carries 
them to the fruit-house, leaving them 
outside through the night. In the 
morning after the fruit is cooled off it is 
placed inside as speedily as possible and 
the doors closed. 

This method saves a great deal of ice 
that would be wasted by filling the fruit- 
room with warm fruit picked in the 
middle of the day. He does not wait 
for a hizh market, but ships as fast as 
they can be handled, and has the room 
for later pickings. He has sent two lots 
of Bartletts to Spain the past summer, 
and had them arrive in good condition. 
Pears should be picked as soon as they 
will readily part from the tree at the end 
of the stem, and before they begin to 
color at all. They should also be ship- 
ped while yet:green and hard. It will 
not pay in the long run to put inferior 
fruit in the middle of packages. It pays 
to be honest in the fruit business. 


Stumbling Horses. 


The Pittsburg Stockman, in a recent 
issue, says: “Some good horses are ad- 
dicted to atumbling while walking or 
moving io a slow trot. A well versed 
veterinarian states that there are two 
causes that would tend to produee this 
faulty action; one, a general weakness 
in the muscular system, such as would 
be noticed in the tired horse; the other, 
a weakness of the exterior muscles of the 
leg, brought about by carrying too much 
weight on the toe. To effect a cure, he 
adds, lighten the weight of each front 
shoe about four ounces; have the toe of 
the shoe made of steel instead of iron, it 
will wear longer; have it rounded off 
about the same as it would be when one- 
third wore out, in order to prevent trip- 
ping; allew one week’srest; have the legs 
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showered for a few minutes at a time 
with cold water through a hose, in order 
to create a spray; then rub dry, briskly, 
from the chest down to the foot. Give 
walking exercise daily during this week 
for about an hour twice a day. When 
you commence driving again omit the 
slow jog; either walk or send him along 
at a sharp trot for a mile or two, then 
walk away, but do not speed for at least 
several weeks. By this means the habit 
of stumbling from either of the above 
causes will be pretty well overcome.”
